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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

not fairly teach or suggest an ultrasound transmission/reception apparatus for blood vessel imaging 
wherein the apparatus includes means for comparing a boundary position detected by a boundary position 
means with a detection result in a previous heartbeat cycle, thereby judging stability of a measurement 
state.
